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PREFACE. 


The present version of tlie Morte Aithare or Death of Artlm is 
mainly an account of tlie great war witli Lncms Ibenus, Emperor of 
Eome, and its sequel, the war with the tiaitor Modred, who, being 
left in charge of the kingdom, duiing Arthui^s absence usurped the 
throne and niariied Queen Guinevere In his combat with Modied, 
whom he slays, Arthur receives his death-wound, and shoitly aftei 
dies Among the incidents in the story not forming part of the 
wars, we may note the great feast at Carlisle, the g’s dream of 
the diagon and bear, the slaughter of the great giant on Michael’s 
Mount, and Arthur’s dream of Fortune’s wheel and the FTine 
Worthies The love of Lancelot for the queen finds no place in 
this -work 

Movie A^thure was probably written in the latter part of the 
fourteenth century, or early in the fifteenth Of the author nothing 
whatever is known, not even his name This is the more to be 
regretted as he must certainly be considered a poet of no mean 
order, the freshness of his descriptions of scenery^, the touching 
pathos of some of his passages 2, and the rapid fiow and thundering 
force of his diction in others^, mark him out as one of the greatest 
writers of his time What, beside him, are Occleve, Lydgate, Aw- 
delay, Hylton, Hawes, Lonelich, and like poetasters ^ What e\en 
Chestre and Skelton?

The poem is printed from tlio Thornton MS , in the library of 
Lincoln Cathedral , no othei copy is known The MS is a collec- 
tion of poems and treatises on various subjects, some m English, 
some in Latin , a list of the contents may be found in Sir Frederic 
Madden^s Byr Gawayne (Bannatyne Club, 1839), or m the TJwmfon 
Romances, ed HalliweU (Camden Soc 1844) The MS is named 
after Eobert Thornton, who penned a great part of it At the end of 
Morte Arthurs we find, “ i? Thornton dictiw qui scrqmt sit hene- 
dicfus Amen Thornton was “ a native of Os%valdkiik in York- 
shire, and Archdeacon of Bedfoid, in the Diocese of Lincoln, about 
the middle of the fifteenth century The date of Archdeacon Thorn- 
ton and his connection with Lincoln Cathedral can be ascertained 
pretty accurately, as among the archives of the Cathedral there is 
preserved 8% mstrument or deed of considerable importance, attested 
by him as &chdeacon, which bears date 1439 ” ^ 

Morie Aiihure was first printed in 1847, by J 0 Halhwell, but 
can hardly be said to have been published, since the impression 
was limited to 75 copies In 1865 it was edited by the Eov George 
Q, Perry, for the Early Enghsh Text Society The present edition 
appears instead of a repnnt of Mr Perry’s, but differs from it m 
several respects , the text has been carefully read throughout with 
the MS at Lincoln, and corrections made, where needful , the side- 
notes are greatly altered, often replaced with new , a new Glossary 
has been written^ and an index of names and some notes adlfted’' 

I am greatly indebted to the Bev W W Skeat for much i 
valuable help, especially with the Glossary, also for kindly revising 
his paper on the metre of the poem

ON THE METRE OF THE POEM. 


The metre in wliicli tlie “ Morte Artlmre ” is written may best be 
understood by comparing it with “ Piers Plowman/’ tbe accentuation 
and sioing of tbe verse being mucb better marked in tbe last-men- 
tioned poem Tbe principles wbicb govern tbis peculiar metre may 
thus be more readily discerned, and, when once understood, may 
easily be applied to tbe present poem 

Por a similar reason, it will be tbe simplest method to consider, 
first of all, a few lines (of ‘‘Piers Plowman”) where the metre is 
most strongly marked, and, afterwards, some where it is, apparently, 
less regular 

It should first, however, be observed that each complete line in 
an alliterative poem consists generally of two seohons^ which were 
separated in old manuscripts by a dot, called the metrical jpoint or 
pause, and which may conveniently be denoted by an inverted full 
stop, thus — 

“ Schelde vs ffro schamesdede and synfuUe werkes , ” 
or else by printing the lines thus — 

“ Soheide vs ffro schamesdede, 

And synfulle werkes ” 

In reading aloud a pause may conveniently be made between the 
sections 

The two sections form, however, but one complete line , and, as 
the metrical point is more necessary when the poem is to be sung or 
recited than when it is merely to be read, it has not been thought 
necessary to insert it m this edition, smce the reader, when he ha®

beginning of the second section , and (2) that the number of inter-

ISTow herein hies the peculiar freedom and elasticity of alliterative 
verse ^ we shall soon find by observation that, under certain circum- 
stances, as many as fom short unaccented syllables (even if they con- 
tain among them one that %s accented sUghtly) may be inserted at 
pleasure between the emphatic syllables without destroying the 
rhythm , for it is one addressed to the ear only, and not to the eye 
The chief point which the poet has to take care of is that when he 
introduces a larger number of unaccented syllables, they should be 
capable of rapid enunciation, lest the verse seem clogged and un- 
musical An example may be seen in the hues,

It would take up too much space to exp&m hete the true method 
of scanning the lines by division into feet , it may sufldce to say that 
the germal effect of the metre is dactylic, supposing the term dactyl 
to be capable of application to an Enghsli foot, which, to speak 
stnctly, it is not Indeed, the nomenclature of English prosody is 
in sore need of alteration, Neither is there space to explain, and to 
account for, the curious variations which may further be made in the 
alliterative metre The view here given is only an approximate one, 
which will be found useful in practice A longer passage may 
exemplify it better —

lines, though there is always somewhat of difSouIty in it, from the 
fact that we have now-a-days changed the aceentuation of many

The accentuation of the last two hnes is a little doubtful There 
may have been an accent on the second o/ in 1 13, owing to its

After all, the best way of perceiving the ihythm is to lead over 
some Mty lines several times till they seem quite familiar, and then 
to read them over once more out loud, with strong emphasis on the 
verbs, substantives, and adjectives, and with a natural and free 
pronunciation 

One peculiarity in this poem should be particularly noticed, viz 
that the same nme-letter is often continued throughout several suc- 
cessive lines There is a remarkable instance of this in the passage 
begmmng with 1 1844, where we have in succession 4 lines founded 
on Sy 2 on hard c, 2 on /, 6 on s, 6 on &, 4 on hard c, 2 on vowels, 
2 on fi, 2 on oh, % on /, and 2 on r Other striking examples are 
7 hnes on vowels, 571 — 577, 8 on s, 3310 — 3317, 9 on y or soft g, 
2889—2897, 10 on /, 3300—3309, and 11 on /, 2755—2765 
Similar instances are rare in Piers the Plowman, though we find 5 
successive lines founded upony? in the B-text, Pass xiv 190 — 194
